Taxpayers Take Issue With 
Comissioners As to Necessity 
of Build ing New Randies Bridge 
Say Old bridge is Better Than 
Any New One They Can Buy of 
Bridge trust 


Both comment and criticism has 


been occasioned over the county 
the last few days due to the adver- 
tised sale of the Randies bridge. 
The Tribune is in receipt of com- 
munications, both verbal 
and 


written, from taxpayers protesting 
against the advisability and neces- 
sity for such a sale. 


The burden, of this criticism is 


to the effect that if the Randies 
bridge is to be replaced it would 
be better to put the old bridge 
back than, to assume the additional 
load, that a new bridge would en- 
tail. A well known farmer declar- 
ed yesterday that he was informed 
that the old structure is not seri- 
ously damaged and that it could 
be restored. 


A Debatable Question 


The commissioners are of the 


opinion that the old structure is 
not worth saving. As The Tribune 
Jia-s not had a representative to 
visit the bridge, which is now ly- 
ing in the AVilsoii bottoms a few 
miles beioiv- -where it 
formerly 


stood, and has not talked with any- 
one who has inspected ir. it is sim- 
ply interested in presenting both 
sides of the controversy.

clares that a wooden structure like 
the Randies bridge will outlast 
two modern steel bridges. lie says 
it i-, scarcely possible that the 
bridge has been damaged to such 
an extent that the greater portion 
of its timbers 
eanuot be used 


again to the material saving of the 
bridge fund.
